an invaluable fund of rich ex- 
perience and a livable philosophy.

scribbled earnestly, 


He touche” briefly on the ter- 


rific headaches that frequently 
beset him and his subsequent to- 


tal blindness. The fact that he 


was standing before them, seeing 


quite as well as they, enabled 
his audience to smite with him 


over some of the things that oc- 


curred during that period of his 
life. 

It was at that time tnat some 
of his humorous columns were 
published (he thinks quite acci- 
dentally) in an eastern paper and 
that was the turn in the road 
that led to better times. He at 
last realized his ambition of be- 
ing a newspaper man and things 
were going quite well until the 
World war came along. 

Because his é¢yesight still was 
somewhat -impaired, Mr. Shippey 
could not join the fighting forc- 
es, but he went to the battle 
front anyway—as a newspaper 


war correspondent — and the 


things he saw there engendered 
in him a hatred of war that has 
not lessened with the passing 


years. He dwelt only briefly cn 


his experiences on France’s 
blood-soaked fields, but he did 
not mince words or evade pic- 
turing the stark horrors he saw 
there. 

When the war was over and 
he returned home, he found @ 
new world here. His war stories 
had become passe; the people had 
turned their attention to peace. 
Other men were carrying on the 
newspaper work and there was 
no job for him. Life had to be 
started all over again. 

Without definite ‘introduction, 
his wife appeared in the story 
about this time. Of the stiug

Fifteen years ago a Dr. G. Brown 
Goode published “American Fish- 
ea.” This book has been out of | 
print for some time but it con- 
tained a fund of information that| 
could not be found in any other | 
work accessible to the general pub- 
lic. It has been revised and is 
again available. The life history| 
or habits of the species and sta-| 
tistics of the fisheries are the two 
independent subjects covered. 

The volume deals with the hab- 
its and methods of capture of all 
North American fishes. The num- 
erous illustrations and complete 
classification make this one of the 
most important contributions to 
the literature on the subject. 

A good companion volume is the 
one on “Fishing for Salmon and 
Trout,” by Ray  Schrenkeisen, 
which tells of the trout of western 
America, including Rainbow and 
Golden trout. Fishing with the 
dry fly, or bait fishing, are among 
the subjects discussed. These two 
volumes just added to the library 
stock will prove of interest.
